A strike of textile workers involving 
some 8,000 persons has been on in 
the mill sections for more than a 
month, and, while there has been no 
serious disturbance, officials in the 


town asked for the troops asa

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NEW MAP OF EUROPE 
RAPIDLY TAKES FORM 


Allies Admit Terms Will 
Be Harsh, But Insist 
They Must Have Protec- 
tion— Germany to Be 
Disarmed on Land and 
Sea and in the Air. 


Paris, March 3.—The peace con- 
ference committee reparation has es- 
timated that £24,000,000,000 (about 
$120,000,000,000) is the amount 
which the enemy countries ought to 
pay the allied and associated powers, 
s@ys a Havas agency statement to- 
day. France, the statement adds, 
demands immediate payment by the 
enemy of £1,000,000,000 (about $5,- 
000,000,000), part in gold, part in 
materials and part in foreign securi- 
ties, recommending that the re- 
mainder of the amount be payable 
in a period of from twenty-five to 
thirty-five years.

First in importance is Germany’s 
western frontier Bordering on 
France, which assumes international 
significarte as a barrier against 
renewal of the present war. Owing 
to the issues involved, final] deter- 
mination of this question is left to 
the council of the great powers, but, 
in the meantime, the tentative plans 
have been well advanced by th com- 
mission which co-ordinatey orts 
én all frontier questions...

Veteran 307th Trench 
Mortar Battery, of Old 
Camp Gordon, -Land in 
Newport News Monday. 


Newport News, Va. March 3.— 
(Special.)—On the heels of the first 
unit of the Old Hickory division 
this morning followed the 307th 
trench mortar battery, of the 82d 
division, which Yrnded here last 
night. The 307th was trained: at 
Camp Gordon, and has seen much 
service. There were no Georgians 
in the list of ‘that unit, it being 
made up mostly of men from the 
north and west. They operated in 
the Lagny sector from June 20 to 
August 10, and were brigaded with 
the 154th French artillery for oper- 
ations in Marbache for almost e 
month. They stayed in the St. Mi- 
hiel salient for three days, and 
were also at Baulney, Charpentry, 
Flevjlle and Chelery. 

The 105th Trench Mortar battery, 
made up mostly of national guards- 
men from Knoxville, was the first 
to land, and were the first of the 
famous 30th division to return to 
this country. They distinguished 
themselves in the Argonne forest, 
where they fought steadily for three 
days and lost only two men; while 
they captured many German officers 
and men, They were greeted hera 
by many friends who had come 
across two states to meet them, and 
were given an ovation when they 
paraded through the city.

Wilson’s Opinion 
Of League Foes 
Told to Senate 


Alleged That President 
Says Opponents Have 
‘‘Pigmy Minds” and 
Should ‘“‘Be Hanged 
on Gibbets High as 
Heaven.” 


Washington, March 4.—Newspa- 
per accounts of the dinner given by 
President Wilson to members of the 
democratic national committee, say- 
ing that the president had bitterly 
assailed senators opnosing the 
league of nations constitution were 
the subject of an address by Sena- 
tor Sherman, of Illinois, republican, 
early this morning in the senate. 

The published reports read by the 
senator said the president had re- 
ferred to the senators as having 
“pigriy minds” and that he had de- 
clared’ they should “be hanged on 
gibbets as high as heaven, but point- 
ing in the opposite direction.” 

“Nothing has leaked out of the 
peace conference at Paris,” said 
Senator Sherman, “more appli¢able 
to the war situation than these 
threats of the chief executive.” 

Declaring that one account had 
quoted the president as saying that 
the heads of senators opposing the 
league were “nothing but knots to 
keep their bodigs 
the Illinois senator said: . 

“This language is classic. He has 
added another matchless phrase to 
those with which he has enriched 
our American political literature.” 

Senator Sherman spoke at great 
length and his humorous comment 
and scathing sarcasm caused sena- 
tors and spectators alike to rock 
with laughter with only perfunc- 
tory attempts at restraint made by 
the presiding officer. 


DEMOCRATS CEASE 
TO OPPOSE NEWBERRY 


Washington, March 3.—Democrat- 
ic leaders of the senate today with- 
drew their objections to the re- 
ception of the credentials of Truman 
H. Newberry, republican, senator- 


elect from Michigan, whose election

Washington, March 3.—Renewed 
controversy over the league of na- 
tions and the long threatened re- 
publican filibuster on legislation 
came ‘tonight as the clocks were 
ticking off the hours ending the 
life of the sixty-fifth congress. Un- 
precedented crowds watched the 
proceedings in both senate and 
house, which were expected to re- 
main in continuous’ session until 
sine die adjournment at noon to- 
morrow. 

In the senate the minority. filibus- 
ter was in headway on the general 
deficiency bill carrying an appro- 
priation of $750,000,000 for’ the rail- 
road administration,- while the 
house marked time considering mi- 
nor matters and holding for the 
last the «@nference report on the 
$1,000,000,000 wheat guarantee bill. 
Republican senators said their ob- 
structive tactics were directed not 
at the rajlroad fund, which they 
predicted finally would be voted, 
but as a means of holding off other 
legislation. While believing that 
the deficiency measure would, be 
enacted, democratic leaders’ said 
they feared the bill ‘was in greét 
jeopardy. 

With the railroad appropriation 
and the wheat measure as the two 
major bills remaining, the formal 
death blow was given today te 
many other important bills. 

Efforts were made late today to 
secure agreements for votes on the 
army, navy and, agricultural appro- 
priation bills, but republicans ob- 
jected and failure of these was re- 
garded as certain: The $850,000,000 
sundry civil bill was another meas- 
ure marked for failure, senate ap- 
propriations committee leaders de- 
claring it would not even be taken 
up by the committee,

If his landlord has to pay higher 
taxes the inevitable tendency and effect 
will be to raise the rent. Ask any real 
estate agent in town and he will tell you 
this is true. Let every person, man or 
woman, white er colored, who lives in a 
rented house and is entitled to vote, go to 
the polls on Wednesday and vote against 
raising the taxes. 

Mind you, it is not merely a raise of 
25 cents. But the state and county will go 
up equally. Théy have already changed in 
the assessments from a 60 per cent basis 
to 70 r cent. That made a raise of 
about 16 per cent net at that time increase 
in taxes. Now put these figures all to- 
gether—16 plus 25 makes 76 per cent all 
together total raise in taxes that we are 
asked to blindly waik right into. 

I asked them to tell the people what they 
wanted to do with this money when they 
get it. The total amount they are already 
getting without the raise is about $4,600,000 
a year. Why don’t they tell the people what

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would be expected to aid in the elec-: 
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dren of school age and that upon this basis 
the city of Atlanta is entitled to draw from 
the state treasury for schools $50,000 more 
than Atlanta is now getting? Let them 
draw that money from the state and pay 
the teachers with it. And hereafter let 
the teachers and all their friends, including 
myself and all who think with me as to 
the policy of protecting the city in its 
business and finances, insist at the begin- 
ning of the year on providing for the teach- 
ers and paying them first and then let the 
politicians share and be satisfied with what 
is left; instead of pursuing the method of 
piling up benefits on ‘‘the ‘boys’’ first and 
leave the teachers for the last!! Perhaps 
this is because the teachers are popular 
and are looked upon by all right-minded 
people with kindness and favor and the 
idea ig that a generous public will stand 
it in the wrong kind of a fight more where 
the fight is made under the banner or 
coloring of the teachers and schools than 
they will for contractors or other employees. 

Bear in mind, it was abont thirty years 
ago when the city rose en masse after 
thorough trial of the $1.50 rate and reduced 
it to $1.25. Let me add that under that 
old system and when trying to work under 
that ruinous rate money was so scarce in 
the city treasury and often little or no 
money on hand, that the city could not 
borrow money without paying 12 or more 
per cent and the habit was to pay city em- 
ployees—policemen and  others—in_ city 
checks. These checks could not be cashed 
at face anywhere and for years any police- 
man or other employee who could not wait 
for his money had to shave it with the 
brokers, and the credit of the city ran down 
sO low the habit was that these checks 
could not be handled or sold at more than 
18 per cent discount. After the city came 
|to its senses and rednced the rate Atlanta 
prospered and her credit grew until now 
anybody who would sell a treasury check on 
the city of Atlanta for less than par value 
would be considered crazy. I speak with 
absolute confidence and give you the voice 
of one who knows; ‘that city employees and 
contractors and everybody who has anything 
to do in the way of work or business or con- 
tracts with~the city had better beware how 
they help to tamper with the city’s pros- 
perity or destroy fits credit or even lower 
it! Better let well enough alone. Let us 
all stand together and act and work for 
ths prosperity of Atlanta, and I repeat that 
policemen, firemen, street hands, wat'ter- 
works and sanitary employees and every 
other person in the city’s forces are in- 
terested; and if wise and true to their own 

erests as well as to the city, they will 
each and every one go to the polls on Wed- 
nesday and cast their ballot against this 
unwise and’ unnecessary increase of tax- 
ation, 

Management of Affairs. 


It is surprising how many thoughtful and 
sensible persons we hear make the remark 
that if Atlanta’s affairs were managed with 
the same care, diligence and skill as is used 
by the average citizen in his personal bust- 
ness the city already has plenty of money to 
do all that is needed and more. Not 
merely without any increase of taxes, but 
that naturally and easily the taxes could 
be lowered and the city, at the same time, 
with everybody in it better off than we are 
now. 

Speaking roughly the ‘total annua] in- 
come and expenditure of the whole state 
of Georgia is only a little over six million 
dollars. The annual income and expendi- 
ture of the city of Atlanta is about- four 
million six hundred thousand. Atlanta’s 
total population is about one-twelfth of the 
total population of the state. Why should 
it take nearly as much actual mogey to run 
the city government of Atlanta as it ‘takes 
to run the state government for the entire 
population of the state of Georgia? Is there 
not something manifestly wrong about this? 
And as I said before, ought hot our effort 
to be to lower our city taxes instead of raise 
them? On the subject of the bond election 
I merely call attention to and repeat what 
I said in my former letter. 

Every citizen who has paid his taxes is 
entitled to vote. The only argument in fa- 
vor of the increase is to state the fact that 
they want the money and also that other 
cjties have a higher rate. If the higher rate 
in these other cities is wrong, that is no 
reason why Atlanta should be gnilty of the 
blunder of hurting herself and doing wrong 
also, any more than it would be wise for 
a good n—a good sober man—to become a 
drunkard solely for the reason -that a few 
of his neighbors were drunkards. Their bad 
example ought. to warn him and .cure him 
instead of injuring or ruining him. The 
people of Atlanta are educated and intel- 
ligent. Why don’t they give the people the 
names, the facts and the figures, instead of 
printing mere platitudes and generalities, I 
repeat the prosperity and happiness of our 
people is at stake in this crisis. It is much 
easier to act in. time and prevent an evil 
rather than wait until the harm has been 
done and then try to correct ft. Let me 
tell my fellow citizens with all the earnest- 
ness and sincerity that is in me that if we 
bring this unnecessary and destructive bur- 
den on Atlanta it will be ten times as hard 
to ever after reform or get rid of it than it 
will be now to prevent it. Let every man 
go to the polls and vote against it—every 
man entitled to vote. And let the expres- 
sion, the conservative, intelligent, patriotic 
expression of good citizens be so overwhelm- 
ing and decisive this time by the largest 
possible majority, as that hereafter our 
public men will know the fixed opinion and 
purpose of our people on a problem like 
this and there will be no repetition of any 
effort in the same direction—a direction 
which, with the utmost deference and re- 
spect for any who differ, I feel constrained 
to say is so absolutely injurious and de- 
structive of the best interests and pros- 
perity of our people.

On ‘Labor Problems 
By President Wilso 


Gov. Dorsey and Mayor 
Key Among Those Who 
Are Attending the Con-’ 
ference at the White 
House. 


Washington, March 3.—Governbdrs 
of states: and mayors of municipal- 
the white 
house to discuss ‘alleviation of un- 
employment heard President Wilson 
in a brief address emphasize the 
principle. that governments should 
serve in the interests of the com- 
mon people. In this spirit he urged 


‘that the federal, state and:local gov- 


ernments work together “in steady- 
ing and: easing and facilitating the 
whole labor processes of the United 
States.” ay 

After listening to addresses by 
Secretaries Wilson, Baker and Dan- 
iels, the governors undertook to re- 
port in turn on unemployment with- 
in their respective states. A major- 
ity declared there were not enough 
men out of work in their communi- 
ties to justify serious apprehensions, 
although all advocated immediate 
action by state, county and city gov- 
ernments to promote roadbuilding 
and other public works, thus fur- 
nishing a buffer reservoir of em- 
ployment during the period when 


“soldiers are: being. discharged and 


war industries are converting. 


For. Rouadbuilding. 

Most states already have adopted 
programs of road building, it ap- 
peared, but sevéral governors re- 
ported they had difficulty in con- 
vincing local authorities and pri- 
vate industries to go ahead with 
improvements now, without await- 
ing an expected reduction in wages 
and material costs. 

The governors echoed the optimis- 
tic notes sounded by cabinet mem- 
bers, who spoke. Secretary Wilson, 
who presided at the conference in 
the east room, predicted an actual 
labor shortage within the next year. 
instead of a surplus. To combat 
social unrest, he urged industrial 
leaders to eliminate rapidly the ex- 
tra profits of war times. Secretary 
Daniels said he did not believe there 
would be general unemployment, and 
suggested that many men would find 
jobs in navy yards. Secretary Baker 
declared the United States could do 
most good to the world just now 
by showing solidarity of govern- 
mental, social and business condi- 
tions. ' 

The conference indorsed unani- 
mousiy Secretary Wilson's declara- 
tion that men advocating overthrow 
of the government by force should 
be deported. 

The reports by governors and 
mayors will continue tomorrow, and 
the conference will last through 
Wednesday.

Mrs. Dickson Protraska, 
Prominent & Atlanta, 


Dies in Switzerland 


Mrs. Mary Grant Dickson-Pro- 
traska, formerly of Atlanta, died in 
Castagnola, Switzerland, January 
20, and was buried there January 
22. She had made her home there 
at the Hotel Helvetia since the be- 
ginning of the war. The news of 
her death came yesterday in a let- 
ter from her’ brother, Peter G. 
Grant, of this city, and will bring 
genuine sorrow to many relatives 
and friends. 

Madame iiioshisisgihl was formerly 
Mrs. Mary Grant Dickson, of At- 
lanta, and one of the best-known 
and most beloved of women, She 
was the only daughter of the late 
Dr. Lemuel Grant, of Atlanta, a dis- 
tinguished citizen. Her first hus- 
band was the late William Dickson, 
a prominent citizen of Atlanta, 
whose cotton business took him to 
Bremen, Germany, during the Iat- 
ter years of his life. He died 
there, and though Mrs. Dickson re- 
turned home on several visits fol- 
lowing his death, she spent’ the 
greater part of her time traveling in 
Europe. Subsequently she married 
Captain Protraska, of the Austrian 
army. He afterward retired from 
the army, but at the outbreak of 
the war offered his services again 
to his. country. 

Madame Protraska then went to 
Switzerland, being unable at that 
time under the existing laws to re- 
turn to her own country. 

Previous to her foreign residence 
Mrs. Dickson was¢a leader in At- 
Ianta’s social life, and in the activi- 
ties of women making for. civic 
progress and along philanthropic 
lines. She was a member of the 
woman’s board of the cotton states 
and international exposition, which 
marked an epoch in the life of the 
new south, and which was one of 
the first expressions of the work of 
organized southern women in a 
public movement. She was one of 
the hostesses Whose home wrs not- 
ed for its hospitality in the very 
interesting period in Atlanta’s his- 
tory when Henry Grady was a lead- 
ing factor here in public life. To 
many of the visitors here at that 
time, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Dickson was the scene of many 
brilliant. entertainments. Her resi- 
dence was formerly that on the cor- 
ner of Peachtree and Eighth street, 
now owned by Mrs. Owens. 

She is survived by her two broth- 
ers, Daniel and Peter Grant, both 
of Memphis. while among her cous- 
ins in Atlanta are John Grant and 
Mrs. John Marshall Slaton.

“‘Summary—The stock of mill feeds is re- 
ported from ample to heavy in most of the 
markets, except New York, which has a 
slight supply, but reports the domestic de- 
mand very slow. 

“St. Louis—Prices on bran and middlings 
are about $1 lower than last week and un- 
changed on alfalfa meal. 

“Kansas City Summary—Ground feeds 
market very draggy and slow. Trade expe- 
riencing trouble in finding ready outlet for 
mill feeds.’’ 


Cost of Feedstuffs. 

In referring to the prices of daily 
feed stuffs and the claim of pro- 
ducers that these costs had’ not 
been lowered, Mrs. Wing related an 
instance of a milk producer who ap- 
peared before her committee to say 
that his prices on feed stuffs had 
not been lowered and that he was, 
on this account, unable to lower his 


prices on milk. When offered in- 
formation by the committee as to 
where he could obtain abundance of 
feed stuffs at the prevailing reduced 
prices, however, this producer fled 
without further argument, Mrs.

“The people do not desire to listen 
to plausible argument that leads 
nowhere,” Mrs. King said.

We have 
proven that feed prices have gone 
down and will undertake to put 
dairymen who are still paying the 
old prices in touch with feed deal- 
ers who are following the prevailing 
market prices. 

“We are greatly pleased with the 
spirit of co-operation in which many 
of the milk men are meeting this 
investigation. The majority of 
them want to do what is right, we 
believe. We are gathering statistics 
from these dealers and their cus- 
tomers that will enable the public 
to know just who the dealers are 
who are reducing prices and what 
those price sare. These figures will 
be made public as soon as they are 
available.’

“While the bureau of internal 
revenue is sending to every county 
in the United States experts to aid 
in the making out of income tax 
returns, it is not to be supposed that 
these officers are to relieve tax- 
payers altogether of their duty in 
this respect,” said Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue Blalock yesterday. 
“Many persons, without even tak- 
ing the trouble to glance over the 
forms, hand them to the revenue 
officers expecting them to make out 
the complete return. This necessi- 
tates a number of questions, which 
only the tax-payer himself can an- 
swer, such as ‘Were you in 1918 
married and living with your wife 
or husband?’ 

Tay-payers are urged to _ read 
carefully the instructions and fill 
in the forms to the best of their 
ability, leaving to the experts only 
such questions as to which they 
may be in doubt. 

On each form is printed the fol- 
lowing: 

“If you need assistance go to 
a deputy collector or to the col- 
lector’s office, but first read in- 
atructions and fill out this sheet in 
pencil as well as you can.” 

By heeding this advice tax-pay- 
ers will save themselves and the 
government much time and trouble.

While 
not specifically indorsing the league 
pian as proposed, Mr. Mann declared 
the war would have beeh fought in 
vain if some move was not taken 
to prevent future wars. His state- 
ment was applauded by the demo- 
cratic members. Later Represent- 
ative Norton, of,North Dakota, re- 
publican, who returned recently 
from Europe, voiced his approval of 
the lemgue and praised President 
Wilson as the recognized leader in 
the movement for a world society. 

Representative La Guardia, of New 
York, a major in the air service dur- 
ing the war, also approved the 
league. 

Senators Debate League. 


In the senate, after Senator 


Sherman had spoken for an hour! 


and made a sharp attack on the 
league and on President Wilson for 
proposing it, Senator McCumber 
made an address of more than four 
hours, in which he took issue with 
the tenor of recent republican crit- 
icism. While suggesting amend- 
ment to the tentative charter, -the 
North Dakota senator urged that 
America join in a world-peace 
agreement. 

Senator McCumber's address drew 
eriticisam of the league from Senator 
Smith of Michigan, a republican 
member of the foreign relations 
committee, who retires tomorrow 
The latter expressed apprehension 
over “farming out our rights,” and 
criticised the proposed league as “a 
constitution of internationalism.” 

A brief address also was made by 
Senator Spencer of Missouri, repub- 
lican, who urged specific amend- 
ment of the league constitution so 
as to exclude anything that implies 
relinquishment of American policies, 
including the*Monroe doctrine. 

Democratic leaders criticised the 
republicans for occupying so much 
time with discussion of the league 
while appropriation bills were being 
pressed. Minority spokesmen replied 
that the subject was of paramount 
importance, and that President Wil- 
son had only recently presented the 
league plan and, also, had requested 
that debate be deferred until a few 
days ago. 

Sherman Scores League Charter. 

The constitution of the league of 
nations as presented at the peace 
conference was pictured by Senator 
Sherman, as a “pandora’s box full 
of evils,” which would “empty upon 
the American people the aggregated 
calamities of the world.” 

Senator Sherman sharply criti- 
cized President Wilson, asking who 
authorized him “to rear above the 
republic an autocratic power.” He 
ndded that the authority was not 
to be found in the constitution of 
ihe United States ner was it im- 
plied from undefined war powers 
and gave it as his opinion that the 
president has been acting either as 
“a usurper or a dictator.”

FIGHT BIG. STORAGE 
BUILDINGS FOR JESSUP 


Eight big warehouses are soon 
to be erected at Camp JeBsup for the 
purpose of storing the enormous 
number of cars that are sent to the 
repair camp from the carps in North 
Carolina, South Caarolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama and ‘Tennessee, 
this being the territory that is in- 
cluded in District E, of which Jes- 
sup is headquarters. Announcement 
was made by Colonel Dean Halford, 
commander of the district, of the 
addition to Jessup yesterday. 

The new buildings are to be con- 
structed of steel and concrete, and 
thirty-five carloads of the _ steel 
framing which will be used, have al- 
ready reached the camp. 

Major Simonds will have charge of 
construction of the buildings anda 
the work will be begun in the near 
future. The new buildings will be 
placed in the back of the camp, west 
of Stayer field, and will furnish 
120,000 square feet of storing ca- 
pacity. 

The new buildings will constitute 
the most extensive addition that has 
been made to Jessup since {t was 
made headquarters for the south- 
eastern division of the motor trans- 
port corps last fall. The addition 
will give the storing capacity need- 
ed to make it one of the most fully

Princeton athlete saved Sam’s life 
in a most perilous escapade, and 
the “Y” replenished Sam with cof- 
fee and sandwiches in the low, dis- 
mal hours of the early morning, 
when things looked pretty despond- 
ent. 

Sam’s advehture with Baker was 
just before the death of the ath- 
lete, in an accident. Sam is con- 
vinced that Baker's previous train- 
ing on the athletic field was large- 
ly responsible for the dashing man- 
ner in which Hobey outmaneuvered 
six German planes, and kept them 
“off” of Sam, himself and another 
green aviator, who were making 
their official flights.

WARTIME “DRYNESS” 


Washington, March 3.—Agree- 
ment was: reached today by the sen- 
ate judiciary committee to take no 
action on legislation to enforce 


war-time prohibition, - which  be- 
comes effective July 1. 

The committee decided there was 
no chance for passage of the pend- 
ing bill at this session. 

Penalties for violation of the law 
are carried by the prohibition act 
itself which was passed as an 
amendment to the food production 
bill. Prohibition leaders contend 
that additional and more specific 
legislation is needed to insure prop- 
er enforcement, although the ab- 
sence of it will not prevent nation- 
wide prohibition from becoming ef- 
fective.
